ten miles behind, at 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon when they wero 
reported. 
The pilot bont left about 5 
o'clock nnd was promptly accepted by 
the Monadnock 
which was at anchor- 
age about C o'clock. 
An hour later the 
Nero came to n berth aloagsldo of her. 
Tho Monadnock 
is under Commander 
Whiting, well known 
In this port and 
the Nero 
Is In chargo 
of Commander 
Delknan. 
The Monadnock 
Is a moni- - 
'Itor similar in some details of construc 
tion to the Monterey. 
She has four big 
guns, which are 10 Inch both forward 
and nft. 
The Monadnock has quite a history. 
A vessel in the United States navy by 
this name 
was built about 1869 and 
soon afterwards 
taken 
around

Horn to San Francisco whero she was 
so completely rebuilt as to bo really an- 
other thing.

and was through several 
engagements 
during the civil war. 
She was in tho 
battlo of Fort Fisher and fired a 
fifte- 


en-Inch 
shell into 
tho fort, 
doing 
considerable 
damage. 
Tho monitor is 
considered a lucky ship, never having 
had n man killed on board. 
She was 
tho first vessel to demonstrate that n 
monitor could stand a long sea voyage. 
She 
came 
from tho Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast 
In 1867, passing through 
the Straits of Magellan. 
Arriving she 
was taken to Vallejo, 
where aho was 
entirely rebuilt and launched as a new 
cnsel in 18S3. 
From that time until 
1890 tho work of completion 
went on 
until In February of the last named 
year she 
was placed 
In commission. 
Although 
many years were consumed 
In her construction, she is today 
In 
somo respectB a more 
modern 
vessel 
than the Monterey. 
She has 
Harrey-lze- d 
steel turrets, which the Monterey 
has not. 
Her main battery consists of 
four 
Riinn. 
In this aho shows 
an apparent weakness 
contrasted with 
the Monterey, 
Which 
carries two 
guns and two 
guns.

claim that

for the reason that

A Fourth of July sermon was heard 
at Central 
Union Church last evening 
by' a large 
congregation 
of members 
and visitors. 
Rev. D. P. Blrnle took 
his text from 
the GSth 
Chapter 
of 
Isaiah. 
He held thnt prophecy 
had 
materialized 
by the ripening of events 
nnd conditions nt this day. 
The Qospcl 
of theso times Includes freedom for tho 
oppressed and relief for tho distressed. 
The 
old Hebrews 
wero .of the belief 
that religion was for the Bavlng of tho 
nation as well as for tho salvation of 
tho Individual. 
Tho speaker 
early 
In his discourse 
referred to tho particular and peculiar 
history of tho United 
States, a coun- 
try that had received tho training and 
guidance of the God of Hosts for its 
work in tho world. 
At tho beginning 
In tho colonies 
tho striking 
featuro 
was the quality of tho early settlers. 
Tho Pilgrims, 
the Puritans 
and 
tho 
Hollanders 
Wero men of high charac- 
ter. 
They had tho deepest faith nnd 
used tho teachings of tho Bible in their 
ordinary dally 
life. 
So soon as the 
right 
principles 
settled 
and 
rooted 
they were sent west. They havo spread 
even to theso Islands. 
Tho great vari 
ety of peoplo in tho United States is 
notable. 
The country 
may havo once 
been 
Anglo-Saxo- 
but It Is 
so no 
longer. 
Newspapers 
nro published 
In 
no 
less than 
twenty-fou- r 
languages. 
In tho second 
generation 
the 
Imm- 
igrants aro Americans 
only. 
Tho vari- 
ous qualities found in this great vari- 
ety of population 
nro blended 
Into a 
national life that 
Is distinctive. 
The 
two great wars 
In which tho United 
States has been engaged wero of liber- 
ty and righteousness. 
They brought tho peoplo Into, unity 
nnd 
established 
and 
developed 
tho 
strength of tho common people. 
Tho 
United States hns had tho open Blblo 
nnd tho freo school. 
Theso have mndo 
tho feeling of humanity general, 
havo 
met poverty, 
hnvo clothed nnd fed tho 
poor nnd havo enabled a showing 
of 
Intelligence. 
Tho United States is a 
country favored 
by its locution. 
It 
stretches from 
sea to sen. 
Tho now 
comer 
hns crossed 
an ocenn. 
The 
country 
hns grand nnd boundless 
re- 
sources. 
It Is separated 
from European 
influences. 
Tho futuro contains for tho United 
States tho duty 
of building 
up the 
Kingdom 
of God within her own bor- 
ders. 
Sho has a tack In learning how 
to govern her great cities. 
Tho labor 
question, 
says Mr. Blrnle, 
Is primarily 
a religious 
question. 
So 
nro 
many 
others of tho economic nnd social prob- 
lems. 
This 
Is 
becauso they Involvo 
tho welfafc 
of tho whole people. 
The United 
Stntes 
nro bound 
to do 
tho same for other nations thnt they 
undertake for their own people. Wher- 
ever tho Union 
finds a peoplo under 
tho yoke, a peoplo grievously 
afflicted, 
It Is her work 
to rollovo them. 
She 
must bo for the right everywhere 
and 
all the time. 
She must resist all show 
of brutality at any point. 
Sho must

few will fall to read closely nnd think 
upon this matter. 


WASHINGTON'S 
VISION. 
Tho following narrative was related 
by Anthony 
Sherman, 
an octogenari- 
an, who heard tho account from Wash- 
ington's OT7n lips. 
Tho darkest period 
of our 
Revolu- 
tion was tho year 1777, when Washing- 
ton, after experiencing 
many reverses, 
went Into winter quarters nt Valley 
Forge. 
Often 
1 observed tears course 
down the checks of tho beloved 
com- 
mander when ho was considering 
tho 
sufferings of his bravo soldiers. 
Wash- 
ington was In tho habit of praying In 
secret and calling upon Cod for assist- 
ance; and It was only by tho help of 
God 
we passed 
safely 
through 
thoso 
ifays of adversity. 
One day Washington 
spent tho wholo 
afternoon 
In his room alone. 
When 
he came out I observed 
he was much 
paler than usual, 
when 
ho related 
to 
mo thc'followlng: 
t 


"Whilst 
I was setting at my tablo 
this afternoon 
engaged 
In writing, and 
my 
mind 
was 
heavy 
with 
sorrow, 
I 
suddenly observed 
directly opposite to 
mo a most beautiful 
female. 
I was so 
much surprised, 
for I had given strict 
orders not to bo disturbed, that I could 
not find words at t.ho moment 
to 
en- 
quire 
tho object.' of this 
unexpected 
ttsit 
Two, threof nnd oven four times, 
i repeated" the question 
without 
an nnswer, tho only effect 
bo-in- g 
that she raised her eyes n little. 
"I now experienced 
n most curious 
sensation 
spread over my wholo body. 


1 wished to rlso from my seat, but tho 
steady gaze of my mysterious 
visitor 
kept me spell bound. 
I again tried to 
speak to her, but my tonguo was tied. 
An unknown, 
mysterious, 
Irrcslstablo 
power had taken 
mo prisoner. 
I could 
do nothing else but gazo nl tho appar- 
ition. 
Gradually the room tilled with 
light, 
and the form grew more clear 
and 
bright. 
Sly 
feelings 
wcro those 
at a dying man; 
I could neither think 
nor att. 
My Bteady gaze at tlio llguro 
was all I was nwaro of. 
"I now heard 
a volco which 
said. 
'Sou of tho Republic, behold and larn.' 
At tlio same tlmo tho llguro Btrctchcd 
out Us arm, and pointed with tho finger 
towards 
tho cast. 
Light clouds arose 
in the dlstnnce, 
which dispersed, and 
revealed to my eyes n most astonish 
ing picture, 
Before 
mo nil tho coun 
tries of tho earth wero spread 
out 
Europe, Asia, Africa and America. 
Be- 
tween Europe nnd America, 
I snw tho 
waves of tho Atlantic Ocean tots back- 
ward and forward, nnd between 
Amer- 
ica and Asia, tlio waves of tho Pacific 
Ocean. 
Again 
1 heard 
tho volco 'Son 
of the Republic, behold and learn.' 
Immediately 
n dark 
form llko that 
of an angel appeared 
over the ocean 
between Huropo and America. 
It then 
dipped 
water 
from 
the ocan 
with 
both hands, 
and 
with 
Its right hnnd 
sprinkled 
it over America, nul with its 
left hand 
over Europe. 
In'medlatcly 
dark clouds 
aroso 
from

Africa,

coun- 
try. It floated slow and hcaUly 
over 
our towns 
nnd tho country, 
In- 
habitants rose 
mako war on each 


other, and formed In battlo array. 
As 
I looked nt this scene, I observed an 
angel 
surrounded 
with 
light, 
on his 
head 
he woro a beautiful 
crown, 
on 
which was Inscribed the word 'Union:' 
In 
Ms. hand 
he 
held 
the 
American 
banner, 
this he planted 
between 
tho contending 
armies, 
cry- 
ing out 'Remember, 
you are brothers.' 
"Immediately 
tho 
nations 
threw 
away thclrjirms, became friends again 
and gathered 
round the Star Spangled 
banner. 
Again I heard the mysterious 
volcc'Son of tho Republic, tho second 
danger 
Is past; behold and learn.' 
"And 
1 saw villages nnd cities steadi- 
ly increase 
In size and number until 
tho whole country 
was covered 
with 
them 
tho whole extent, from tho 
At- 
lantic 
to the Pacific 
ocean, 
and the 
nation had multiplied 
In as countless 
numbers 
as the stars 
In 
Heaven 
or 
tho sand on tho sea shore. 
Again 
I 
heard tho volco 'Son of tho Republic, 
tho end of a century Is at hand; behold 
and learn.' 
"Tho dark angel then put a trumpet 
to his mouth, 
blew In It three times; 
then dipped out some water from tho 
sea and sprinkled 
It over 'Europe, Asia 
nnd America. 
"My eyes now beheld a most terri- 
ble scene. 
Prom each of theso coun- 
tries, dark 
heavy 
clouds 
nroso and 
united 
In ono mass; through this mast 
dark 
red 
lightning 
played. 
I 
saw 
troops 
of armed 
men marching, 
nnd 
then 
sail 
across 
tho sea to America, 
which wan Immediately 
covered by tho 
black cloud. 
And I saw how these 
armies 
desolated 
tho land, nnd 
laid towns 
nnd 
villages 
In nshes. 
I 
heard tho roar of cannon, the clashing 
of swords, 
tho cry of tho victorious 
nnd vanquished 
millions 
engaged 
In 
deadly strlfo 
when again 
I heard tho 
mysterious 
volco proclaim: 
'Son of tho 
Republic, 
behold nnd ienrn.' 
"Tho dark angel then again took up 
tho trumpet and gave ono long 
nnd 
terrlblo blow. 
Suddenly 
n light broke 
forth nnd drove away the dark cloud

Theso united 
with the Amer-

formed 
in battlo 
nrray. 
Again nmld tho horrible 
noise 
of war, 
I heard tho mysterious 
voice; 
Son of the Republic, behold and learn.'

angel

for 
tho last tlmo 
from 
tho sea 
nnd 
sprinkled

lic, what you Jiavo seen Is explained ns 
Ml lows: 
thrco dangers will como over 
this Republic, tho second is

tho wholo world cannot conquer 
her. 
Let overy child of tho Republic 
learn 
to servo his God, his country 
nnd tho 
Union.' 
With theso words 
tho form 
vanished. 
"I nroso 
from 
my chair with

firm conviction 
that 
tho birth, 
pro- - 
gress and fato of tho Republic 
of tho 
United States of America had been ro-- 
vealed to me."

says Mr. Sherman,

Washing- 
ton's own lips.
